DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings were received on December 29, 2003. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "load port door 12" and "shield door 7" have both been 
used to designate the doors in Figure 1 . A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "load port door" 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for pat nt in the United 
states. 
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Claims 1 , 5 and 6 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Japan 5-338743 A (JP 743). 

JP 743 discloses a substrate processing system having a plurality of substrate 
processing apparatuses 1 , each substrate apparatus comprising a load port table, a 
shield plate, see figure 2, surrounding the table, a shield door (front door 25) can be 
opened or closed provided on the shield plate wherein the shield door is maintained in a 
closed state thereof at the time when the wafer carrier conveyed by the conveyor 
means arrives above the load port table. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-9 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Figure 2 (admitted prior art) in view of Japan 5-338743 A. 

Figure 2 (the admitted prior art) discloses all the claimed limitations except for 
having a shield plate provided to surround the load port table. 

JP 743 discloses a load port table surrounded by a shield plate having a shield 
door that can be opened or closed to provide safety. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have provided a shield plate sun-ounding the load port table for 
the admitted pnor art (Figure 2) as taught by JP 743 in order to provide a safe working 
environment. 
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Re claims 7-9, the modified admitted prior art is capable of performing the 
method claims function. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
